New Senate Faces Budget -- And KERS -- Head-On 
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KERS...

The new Student Senate had 
its first confrontation 
Wednesday when it ejected 
KERS radio personnel who were 
broadcasting live coverage of the 
Senate budget meeting. 

Campus security police had to 
eject the KERS staffers after 
they refused te remove their 
microphones despite a request 
from Senate Chair Betty 
Fletcher and -ail but two 
members of the Student Senate. 

Representatives of the campus 
radio station maintained that, 
since the meeting was an open 
one, they had the right to 
broadcast it. 

KERS advisor Al Kowitz has 
asked the American Civil 
Liberties Union for a iegal 
opinion regarding the campus 
station's rights. Kowitz says that 
if the ACLU opinion is 
favorable, KERS will broadcast 
Friday’s 3 p.m. budget meeting. 

Betty Fletcher said later that 
she had Made the request 
because she felt the new senato’< 


would be 
microphones. 

“We're all green," she said of 
the new Senate, adding that jess 
business would have gotten done 
had the aiready uneasy Senators 
been faced with microphones. 

Senators Linda Atkins and 
Carol Ackley agreed that they 
had felt intimidated and 
threatened by the presence of 
KERS 

“We aren't there trying to 
intimidate asyone,” KERS 
Executive Board Coordinator 
Kathy Montgomery responded. 

‘*Because it was a public 
meeting, and as electronic 
media, we had not only a right 
but a duty to inform as much of 
the public possibie as to what's 
going on. 

“Also, the reason given for 
ejecting us was just “because.” 
We have laws to protect us 
against “just because.” 

Fletcher sara that she would 
allow KERS staff to remain in 
the room and provide a running 
report over the air, as newsman 
David Funder had been doing

Vespite a last-minute attempt 
by Senator Ishmael Hernandez 
to adopt the entire ASCSUS 
budget with no further 
discussion, only one budget 
allocation was actually decided 
in the first session of the 
Student Senate budget meetings 
last Wednesday. 

Hernandez, at one minute 
before the agreed-upon 5 p.m. 
closing, moved to approve the 
budget as allocated by the Board 
of Fiscal Matters. His motion 
was not voted on when the 
Senate realized that it had a 
previously tabled budget item 
that still had to be acted upon. 
A motion to extend the meeting 
beyond the 5 o’clock limit was 
defeated. 

Most of the two-hour session 
was spent haggling over KERS’ 
live coverage of the meeting and 
the question of re-opening 


budget item hearings to 
non- Student Senators. A second 
meeting will be heid at 3 p.m. 
today. 

Student Body President-elect 
Lynard Khan appealed to the 
Senate to forget past differences 
and give serious consideration to 
the budget. He warned that if 
President Bond considered the 
Senate’s handling of the budget 
irresponsible, Bond would refuse 
to sign it. 

“If you need more time, ask 
for that time; if you have 
questions, then ask those 
questions, because it is a very 
important decision you're about 
to make,”’ Khan said. 

The Senate passed a motion 
which would allow 
representatives of effected 
Programs to present a brief 
argument against the 
recommendation of the Board of

in tight of the controversy 
that arose during the first 
meeting the newly elected 
members of the Students Senate 
which concerned the KERS 
news team and its right to 
monitor the meeting, and the 
right of the Senate Chair to tell 
KERS not to broadcast the 
meeting, the Hornet has 
interviewed some of those 
involved in the controversy. 

This reporter was unable to 
contact Senate Chair Beity 
Fletcher but did have access tc a 
taped interview which was 
conducted by KERS. In that 
interview, it seemed that the 
objection of Ms. Fietcher was 
based on the newness of the 
senate members and the fact 
that she had not been previously 


intormed of the intent of the 
KERS staff. She further 
explained that she truly feit that 
the presence of the radio team 
intimidated the new senate 
members and would have 
prevented a smooth and 
free-flowing meeting. 

Faculty advisor for KERS, 
Lee Nichols, said of the ejection 
of his students, “It was really 
ludicrous.” 

However, he went on to say 
that although we might like to 
take this lightly, “we cannot 
enjoy the luxury of treating it 
lightly.” 

Nichols was present at the 
meeting at the request of KERS 
students who were concerned 
with their budget. They hoped 
he could provide input to the 
Senate if questions about the 


during lulls 
discussion. 

rietcner’s first request that 
KERS not broadcast was met 
with silence by KERS staffers, 
who felt they had every right to 
remain. 

Slightly baffied by their 
response, Chair Fletcher turned 
to the Senate. 

Senator Hank Castro’s motion 
to eject KERS was opposed by 
Senator Dean Garrison, who 
represents Communications 
Studies students, on the grounds 
that the Senate had no authority 
to remove the radio personnel. 
He said that no statute of the 
ASCSUS Constitution gave them 
that power. 

Roberto Hernandez, acting 
senate parliamentarian, 
responded that parliamentary 
rules did give the Senate 
authority to control the use of 
microphones, cameras, and tape 
recorders in the Senate 
chambers. He explained iater 
that Robert’s Rules of Order 
aliowed the Chair to honor the 
request of a Senator ta remove

Fiscal Matters regarding their 
Program -- provided that a 
majority of the Senate wants to 
hear the argument. 

An alternative proposal by 
Senator Dean Garrison, which 
would have allowed 
representatives of effected 
Programs to make 15-minute 
presentations to the Senate 
without majority approval, was 
defeated. 

Both Senate Chair Betty 
Fletcher and Senator Dave 
Carden expressed the opinion 
that the bulk of the discussion 
regarding the budget had already 
taken place at a weekend retreat 
attended by the old and new 
Senators and the Board of Fiscal 
Matters.

Organic Gardener Rateaver 


Dr. Bargyla Rateaver, a 
popular and widely respected 
instructor of Organic Gardening, 
has been fired in an action 
carried by Wes Jackson, 
Chairman of the Environmenta! 
Studies Department. Rateaver 
could not be reached there. 

Jackson, unclear on the 
reasons for the dismissal of 
Rateaver, emphasized that there 
would be an organic gardening 
Class next year, taught by a 
student who took Rateaver's 
Class last semester. 

Many students of Rateaver are 
outraged and bitter over her 
firing. A petition drive has been 
Organized and has already 
garnered over 250 signatures, 
asking for an investigation by an 


impartial board of 


administrators and facuity 
members as weil as written 
explanation for her dismissal 


from the Environmental Studies 
Department. 

A major issue in this 
controversy has been the fact 
that Environmental Studies 
waited so long to take action 
since waiting til this late date 
almost nullifies any chance for 
an effective protest against the 
action. 

Brad Krause, one of 
Rateaver's student, cormmented 
on the dismissal of Rateaver 
aying “Dr. Wes Jackson, head of 
the Environmental Studies 
Department and Angus Wright, 
the only other voting member of

allowed to argue that she had 
never learned of her chance to 
explain Culturai Program's fiscal 
needs to the Board of Fiscal 
Matters — neither she nor the 
Cultural Programs office had 
received a notice of the BOFM 
hearings. 

Smith argued that under 
BOFM recommendations, dorm 
students, who constitute three 
per cent of the student body, 
would get to choose 50 per cent 
of the free films. She also said 
that $3,300 was a ridicuious 
aliocation for Cultural Programs’ 
General Funds -- since $10,000 
in requests have already been 
received -- and suggested that the 
Senate appropriate another 
$6,000 from the men’s athietics 


budget. 

“You can't stab me in the 
back, because I’m going to be 
looking in your eyes,”’ Freda 
toid the Senate, adding that if 
she had been abie to iook the 
Board of Fiscal Matters in the 
eyes, they would not have 
“stabbed me in the back.” 

Probably to escape Freda's 
eyes, the Senate tabled the 
matter. 

The only allocation decided 
upon was $3,000 for the Main 
Art Gallery in the art building. 
Although the Board of Fiscal 
Matters recommended that they 
not be funded, the item was 
Passed after it was pointed out 
that the request was $500 less 
than last year.

These supplies can be brought to 
the Guadalupe Church. 

4. WRITE LETTERS AND

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Locking Up the Sane 


Wednesday noon, George 
Alexander, Dean of the 
University of Santa Clara Law 
School, spoke in the Little 
Theatre. He began his talk by 
informing the audience that in 
England students cali the dean 
of a school father, out of 
respect. ‘‘My students come 
close -- they call me mutha.” 

After breaking the ice, 
Alexander went into the topic 
he had chosen: ‘‘How to 
Commit Your Friends for Fun 
and Profit.” The audience was 
informed that one can contact a 
Police officer and request that a 
person be tocked up for 
observation in a mental facility. 
This period of observation lasts 
for 72 hours, which usually 
turns into five days. After the 
five days the person is eligible 
for release or recertification for 
14 additional days. After this 
additional period he is either 
released for good or 
recommitted for another and 
final 14 day period of time. 

“If a person isn't insane by 
this time there is something 
wrong with him,'’ commented 
the dean. 

Alexander, national authority 
On involuntary commitment to 
mental institutions, stated that 


in this country, people being 
locked up when they shouldn't 
be is a major problem. He cited 
an experiment done in this field 
to support his views. Tweive 
Pseudo-patients went to various 
mental institutions across the 
country. 

“They toid the examiner that 
once in a while they heard voice 
which said ‘empty, hollow, and 
thud.’ This was sufficient 
enough to have them 
committed. Once inside the 
facility, they were to observe 
what it was like.” 

These patients expected to be 
discovered soon after entrance, 
and believed that they would 
not have time to gather much 
information. Much to their 
surprise, not one out of the 12 
was discovered, and when 
released, not one was released as 
“cured.” 

When institutions got wind of 
the ‘‘normal’’ people who had 
been committed, they went to 
the other extreme and began 
clearing a large number of 
patients for release as ‘‘cured." 

The point Alexander stressed 
throughout his presentation was 
that too many people are 
imprisoned in mental 
institutions who shouldn't be 
there in the first place.

the cause of ‘‘noises and other 
disturbances"’ on a point of 
personal privilege. Hernandez 
said that Hank Castro had made 
such a point. 

Faculty Representative Betty 
Moulds added that the 
University President had set a 
Precedent by not allowing tape 
recorders to be used during some 
of his meetings. 

The Senate's vote to remove 
KERS was met with a firm ‘‘no”’ 
from Kathy Montgomery, who 
continued to stand protectively 
near a large microphone. 

“Just pull the plug..no, don’t 
do it,'’ Betty Mould said, 
quickly correcting herself. 
Station engineer Ken Bingham 
nevertheless moved quickly to 
stand before the wail piug. 

According to KERS newsman 
David Funder, Dean Better then 
walked over to Lee Nichols -- 
Communications Studies 
professor who is legally 
responsible to the FCC for 


KERS -- and told him that he 
had better ‘‘get your people out 
of here.” 


Nichols reportedly gestured, 
Paims up, and said, ‘| have to 
stand behind my students.” 

Funder said that Better then 
told Nichols that he would be 
forced to file a complaint against 
him. Better, contacted later, said 
he could not recall whether he 
said that or not. 

Ms. Montgomery claimed that 
Ishmael Hernandez then 
attempted to break the 
stalemate by attempting to move 
her microphone. Betty Moulds 


disagrees, stating that Hernandez 
left his seat but did not touch 
the equipment. Hernandez 
returned to his seat after Lee 
Nichols mentioned that the 
equipment was quite expensive. 

The Senate continued its 
meeting on the air -- for about 20 
minutes until campus security 
officers marched in and 


immediately pulled the plug to 
KE RS’ eouioment.

The State Hornet Policy Manual on page 1 
states that the purposes of the State Hornet are as 
follows: : 

1. To provide journalism experience for 
students. 

2. To act as the official publication of the 
Student Association. 

3. To serve as a means of voicing student 
opinion. i 

4. To provide a means of communications 
among all individuals and groups at the university. 

i'lt be the first to grant that the Hornet has 
published inaccurate information, has its 
shortcomings and at times seems to serve different 
groups or interests on campus. The fact remains, 
regardiess of the charges of racism and 
counter-racism, that the situation will not change 
until the ethnic groups on campus arrange to have 
one or more of their members serve as reporters 
for the Hornet. 

Fine, this has been done you say and | agree. 
The main probiem is that they don't cover many 
of their own events and then complain when a 
reporter of another color or creed volunteers to 
cover the story as best he or she can. If they would 
cover their news, their way then we'll bring it. This 
goes for jocks, frats, Chicanos, Blacks, Blues, 
Purples, and Reds. All they have to do iv sign up 
for Journalism 97 or 197 and attend the 
once-a-week meeting where story leads are brought 
up to be volunteered for. 

No matter how much coverage the Hornet gives 
to a subject, ethnic or otherwise, there will be 
charges of misrepresentation, misunderstanding 
and yes, even racism. Every branch of the media, 
be it radio, TV or the print media faces these 
charges day in and day out. What good does it do 
to bitch about it if you don't (or won't) sit down 
and discuss it with members of that particular 
media. 

Just in the iast few weeks several individuals 
have come into the Hornet office with a compiaint 
on this or that piece. When asked, ‘‘What did you 
feel was wrong?” or ‘“‘What offended you?” and 
“How can we improve it?” those same individuals 
clam up and stomp out of the office. In at least 
one case an individual wadded up a newspaper, 
threw it in the face of an editor and walked out 
yelling ‘‘racist.”’ 

That's what | call constructive criticism. The 
same goes for those who throw wadded up 
Hornets through the office door as they walk by 
saying, “This is what | think of the paper.’ if you 
don't have enough guts to come into the office to 
offer your complaints and suggest alternatives then 
you don't belong on this or any other college 
campus. 

As to charges of tack of professionalism, how 
many people do you know who wouid spend 20 to 
35 hours per week putting together three issues 
per week for one unit. This is a learning 
experience: to learn means making mistakes. To 
criticize these mistakes is valid but only if 
constructive suggestions are offered. 

As a closing note | would like to make one 
Point abundantly clear to those members of the 
establishment (sic) press that it has never been and 
never will be our intent to imitate the Sacramento 
Bee or Union. They have just as many of the same 
problems that we do. We’re doing the best we can 
with the resources, materials and help availabie to 
us. Compare the paper now with even fast fall's 

issues and judge for yourself. Let's hope next fail 
will be even better -- though grave doubts exist due 
to the vast cutback in the Hornet funds which 
could né@cessitate a One-per-week advertising rag. 
Just remember that the Hornet is a learning 
experience -- why not learn together. ’ 
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Staffer Apologizes

As a member of the Hornet | would like to 
apologize to the student body for the product of 
the Hornet this semester. But as a human being | 
cannot, in clear conscience, make justifications for 
the immaturity and unprofessional conduct of 
individuals on the staff. 

Very few peopie outside the Hornet understand 
the situation that exists within. Very few people 
see the internal struggles. All they see is the 
editorial cries of persecution, fund cutting and 
oppression of the press. 

The headlines of the Hornet are a clear picture 
of the degree of degradation the individuals within 
the Hornet have sunk to. | say individuals because 
less than 10 out of a class of 90 students dominate 
and control the whoie aspect of the Hornet. 

An editor sits at her desk with a Mao cap, 
Pounding out of her typewriter the words of 
Human justice, responsible press, social justice, 
justice here, justice now. Another shoots darts at a 
picture of a Chicano. Still another staff member 
adds racial siurs while two Chicanos work on 
articles of integration and quality eduation. 

The irony and hypocacy: here must surely 
amaze everyone. They condemn cheap politics, 
speak to us on the thread of ethnocentricism, 
racism, etc., yet these liberai mutants practice a 
system themsetves; that is based on favoritisn 
payoffs, and paternalism. 

The editorship of the Hornet has been passed 
down these tast two years from brother to sister to 
clique to cronie. Editor picks the staff, the clique. 
The editor pays the staff, which is her clique. And 
in the eyes of other students enrolled in the 
Hornet class, the above amounts to a simple 
payoff. Over $2,800 has been payed off this 
semester. 

When funding was cut from the Hornet budget, 
the Hornet office turned into a furor of tantrums. 
Crying, beliowing and kindergarten behavior filled 
the office. The reason was Student Senate 
eliminated their tool, the payoff. For the first time 
in their lives they were confronte: with the fact 
that they were not “‘sacred cows."’ 

| have no contempt for these People, | only pity 
them. For they have never accepted the fact that 
life consists of different cultures and backgrounds. 
They have shown the shaliow, overgrown attitude 
of middieciass, spoon-fed, neurotic kids, who 
never learned to grow. The Hornet is not a play 
pen for personal tantrums. 

Much more must be said about the structure, 
organization, and philosophy that governs the 
Hornet. This is the last issue and ail | can hope for 
is that these people can apologize to numerous 
others for their behavior and attitude. 

They should apologize for the hypocritical and 
viscious attack on the Chicano students. They 
should also apologize to the minorities enrolled in 
Mr. Rubin's class of Journalism 97/197 for the 
psychological and verbai abuse they received.

Apologies should go to the other 90 students 
enrolied in those classes for not having been given 
the opportunity to learn and apply the techniques 
of Journalism due to cliqueism and paternalism by 
a small minority.

ignore that request... and they 
were respectful.” 

Nichols went on to describe 
what he terms a “direct order” 
to leave by Dean of Students 
Norman Better. ‘! declined the 
direct order," he said, ‘‘! got out 
of the service a number of years 
ago. | wasn’t a very good 
enlisted man then and | haven't 
been any more inctined to 
accept orders since.” 

When the Dean of Students 
elected to call in campus 
security, Nichols said that ‘‘at 
that point he (Better) came back 
up and toid me the cops were on 
the way and that | had been 
guilty of insubordination ... 
another phrase | hadn't heard 
since my discharge from the 51st 
Field Artillary Battalion.” 

Campus security arrived. 
‘*Naturally,’’ Nichols said, “‘l 
recommended that they (the 
KERS staffmen) cooperate with 
the police, which they did." 

The one remaining question, 
Nichols contends, is “Does the 
Dean of Students still harbor the 
notion that he has such 
authority on this campus ... that 
question may ultimately have to 
be answered in the courts."’ 


According to Dean of 
Students Better, his role in 
Wednesday's Senate controversy 
was a very “‘simple’’ one. 

In his opinion it is the 
“responsibility of the chair to 
establish a decorum"’ for 
themeeting and further, that it is 
his “responsibility to adhere to 
University rules." 

Contrary to the feelings 
expressed by members of the 
KERS staff, Dr. Better felt that 
the Senate had the authority to 
eject KERS personnel. 

When the members of the 
KERS news team refused to 
vacate, Dr. Better believes that 
he had a right to solicit the aid 
of campus security to force 
them to leave. At that point, Dr. 
Better left the meeting. From 
the Hornet newspaper office, he 
contacted Dr. Inabnit to ‘‘make 
him aware of what was going 
on.” 
Then again, acting on the 
assumption that the Senate had 
the right to request the news 
team to leave, he contacted the 
Chancellor's itegali staff. The 
legal staff assured Better that his 
interpretation was correct on the 
matter. 

Better then contacted Campus 
Security to facilitate remova! of 
the KERS staff so that the 
meeting of the Senate could 
Proceed. 

Communications Studies 
Professor, Debate Coach, and 
Faculty Senate Parliamentarian, 
Barbara O'Connor had some 
commenis to make after 
attending the Student Senate 
meeting.

Further, | encourage ail 
the senators to take a crash 
course in partiamentary 
Procedure so that meetings like 
this would not occur in the 
future.” 

Ms. O'Connor added that 
‘*The function of the 
Parlimentarian is serving a 
democratic dody is to rule on 
Robert's Rules of Orae: 
Theparliamentarian of the 
Student Senate (acting 
Parliamentarian Roberto 
Hernandez) of course, runs the 
whole Senate meeting, totally 
misinterprets Roberts Rules of 
Order, allows motions that are 
illegal, and disallows motions 
that are legal.” 

Drawing from her own 
expertise she noted that the 
Parliamentarian is an “honorary 
member of the Senate.’ Further, 
she said that ‘‘He cannot rule on 
matters without being 
questioned by the Chair or 
members of the Senate.”’ 

On the question of the 
removal of KERS, Ms. O’Connor 
said, ‘‘The only statute which 
appiies to ejecting the press from 
an open meeting is an American 
Bar Association statute that the 
chair of a court chair of a 
legal meeting can, to maintain 
decorum, oust the press."’ 

In a fina! note, Ms. O’Connor 
submitted that Roberts Rules of 
Order were designed to facilitate 
the decorum of meetings and 
not to avoid legitimate questions 
that should be discussed.

Nichols Responds

Last Wednesday (May 23) | 
rediscovered, sadly, that the struggie 
to secure the public's access to news 
of government is a battle which is 
never fully won. 

The silly scene in Dougiass Hall, 
after Dean of Students Norman 
Better calied the campus cops, struck 
most peopie as related more to the 
art of Charley Chaplin than the 
Philosophy of Thomas Jefferson. But 
Silly as it was, important things were 
at stake. 

What the student senators sought 
was Privacy from public view, and 
Particularly from the view that comes 
fron, live radio broadcasting. They 
seem to realize that live radio cannot 
imPrOve a speaker's eloquence, 
rearrange faulty rhetoric, nor mend 
stoppy logic any more than it can 
make a wise statement sound foolish 
nor ignore the telling arguments of a 
minority. 

One senatory expressed the 
objection effectively. With radio 
broadcasting the deliberations, the 
senator noted, "You can’t tell who 
might be listening.” Exactly. 

it is just that desire to contro! the 
audience, manage the communication 
which ought to be resisted. The 
senators need to under what Thomas 
Jefferson meant when he said, "those 
who hold public office must 
recognize that they become pubtic 
Property...” in exchange for the 

‘ant of power, those who ae-elartad 
catenin a large part of their rr 
of privacy. 

All of this could havi been 
Prevented had the Dean of Students 
counseled the students. to, seek. a 
resolution together, caimiy, and with, 
an understanding of the needs and 
obligations of the senators and the 
KERS news team. instead he issued 
what he catied a ‘‘direct order” to 
me, as the faculty advisor, to Danish 
the students whom | have sought to 
encourage in their fledgling efforts to 
become responsibie radio reporters. | 
would not have acceeded to his 
“direct order” nor capitulated before 
his charge that | was, heiag 
insubordinate’’ under any 
circumstance but most certainty | 
would not when the students whom | 
have heiped teach were behaving with 
such) careful dignity, proper decorum, 
and mature caim. | was, and am, 
Proud of their demonstration of 
Professionalism. 

The sight of the under; landabily 
confused police entering the root 
filled me with the same chill as do 
photographs of Kent State. Faced 
with a minor crisis, the over-reaction 
brought us to the edge of violent 
confrontation—a confrontation, it 
should be noted, which was avoided 
ont, vecause the KERS staff, 
resp. i.ng the difficult position in 
which the campus police had been 
put, acceeded to the request of the 
Police to remove the radio 
equipment. 

When caim returns | urge ihe new 
student administration to enact a 
formal statute providing that ail! 
sessions of ali student government 
agencies will be open to the public 
personal hiring or firing is Deing 
debated. Such an inactment, and 
enforcement, of a “tittle Brown Act” 
modeied after the California law 
would avoid rePetition of the 
SCandaious events in Dougiass Hall.

Machismo. That seems to be because 
the perspective from which Mr. 
Olivera is working from is probably a 
Romantic, John Wayne fantasy of 
manhood. Chicano, and many other 
Peoples, whose culture and way of 
life is bDulit around a person's 
integrity, honesty, courage, and just 
Piain intestinal fortitude would be in 
the best position of interpreting the 
meaning of Machismo. 

Secondly, | am further astonished 
at Mr. Olivera’s concern for La Raza 
because of the last encounter with 
Mr. Michael Olivera in Professor 
Richard Shimasaki's Psychology 1 
class in the fail of 1970 at 
Sacramento City College. We were 
having a heated argument about the 
genetic relationship between the 
surprising amount of Chicanitos in 
Ciasses for the educationatly retarded 
&$ opposed to the amount of Angio 
chiidred in similar classes. Mr. 
Olivera's tast quotes were ‘“Who won 
the war.” He was referring to the 
American invasion and Occupation 
of Mexico between 1846 and 1848, 

in relationship to the inherent 
Superiority of one’s own eroup ang 
culture accompanied by 2 feeling 
contemPt for other groups and 
cultures, Perhaps the student 
newspaper serving this canipus should 
take a hard look at their own Staffing 
Patterns, allocations of salaries, wages 
and commissions, minority reporting 
and unbiased objective' news 
reporting before a charge of racism 
(shudder! Gasp!) is teveied.

2. The total allocation to ethnic 
minorities so far this year has been 
approximately $420 (source ASCSUS 
Business Office) as compared to 
Angio salaries intake of $12,118 
(figures do not reftect secretary’s 
wages). 

3. Although the Student 
Newspaper tias greatly improved in 
its minority reporting, there have 
been cases of fost articies written by 
a@ Chicano, failure of the newspaper 
to report Chicano plays, Art estivais 
in the same manner that other simitar 
events are reported (example Chicano 
Festival of the Arts.

* Palomar, Los Mascarones). 

Power misuse charges pertaining to 
the budget and the appointment of 
the editor have come to my 
attention. So far this year $18,592 
has been expended in salaries, wages 
and commissions of the Publications 
budget. Approximately 65% of this sé 
for editors, staff and advertising 
representatives. With the new budget 
changes the secretary's salary 
(estimate $8,650) has been 
transferred to administration and 
operation and two work studv 
students have repiaced the Business 
Manager's salary ($2,500) for the 
Purpose of aiding the secretary. All 
stipends and salaries have been cut 
and the advertising sepresentatives 
stitt get their 15% commission. With 
these alterations the newspaper can 
be self-supporting, 

Obdstructionism has been charged 
for my vote against Carciann Cohen. 
My vote against her was based on 
Articie 6, Section 3 of the Student 
Asmciation Constitution which 
States, “The newly elected Senate 
shali be vested with all necessary 
Powers and responsibilities for... the 
approval of any presidential 
appointment for the succeeding 
year.”

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‘SOCIAL SECURITY’ 
FOR ISSEI?

As reported in the last ACS 
newsletter, a new law was 
recently passed giving 
Japanese-Americans interned in 
U.S. concentration camps from 
December 7, 1941 through 
December 30, 1946, Social 
Security wage credit for the time 
of their internment. This was 
intended as a replacement of the 
wage credits that these internees 
would have received had they 
not been prevented from 
working. Although this may 
sound good, this law only gives 
these credits to people who were 
U.S. citizens at the time of their 
internment This naturally 
eliminates almost ail of the 
41 ,000 Isseis interned, who were 
prevented by law from becoming 
U.S. citizens (Naturalization Act 


of 1790: only “free white 
persons” could become 
naturalized American citizens) 


until 1952 when the law was 
changed. This means even 
though the Isseis were working, 
paying taxes, and money into 
Social Security, they are not 
eligible for these wage credits 

in response to this 
discrimination, members of ACS 
took two courses of action: first 
a closer examination of what, if 
any, benefits would be provided 
by the new law and second, 
immediate action to extend the 
wage credits to Isseis 

First, it appears that the new 
law will be helpful to only a few 
people. The law provides that 
wage credits be based on the 
highest hourly wage received 
before internment or in the case 
of unemployed or self-employed 
people at the minimum wage in 
effect at the time, which was 
$.30 an hour in 1941 and $.40 
an hour after 1944. Social 
Security benefits are then 
figured according to a formula 
which uses an average of your 
yearly earnings (after eliminating 
the years of lowest earnings) to 
determine your benefits. Since 
most Japanese fell into the 
self-employed category (45% 
employed in agriculture and 
many others in small business) 
the $.30 an hour given wouldn’t 
be likely to improve your 
benefits. This finding is in fact 
supported by the Acting 
Commissioner of the Social 
Security Administration, Arthur 
Hess, who in a letter to Senator 
John Tunney, D-Calif. stated 
that “The noncontributory wage 
credits (internment credits) are 
not likely io enlarge the benefits 
of people insured (receiving 


Social Security) without them.” 


Their main effect will be to 
provide insured status for a 
relatively small number of 


individuals who would not 
otherwise have enough Social 
Security coverage to qualify for 
even minimum cash benefits or 
hospital insurance benefits. It 
therefore appears that the 
government is doing a lot to help 
Japanese “Americans when in 
fact they are doing very little 
Nevertheless, as Ms. Peggy 
Saika stated “even if it helps 
only a few people, as a matter of 
principle these wage credits 
should be extended to the 
Isseis”” in line with _ this, 
Professor Tohru Yamanaka, 
Director of Asian-American 
Studies, CSUS, after learning of 
this discrimination against the 
Isseis, through ACS, got into 
contact with Senator Hirma 
Fong, R-Hawaii, to see if he 
would take some action to 
correct this. Prof. Yamanaka was 
notified by Senator Fong in a 
letter dated March 10, 1973, of 
a bill he is introducing to 
Congress to extend the Social 
Security wage credits to Isseis 
who were interned 

ACS is_ therefore asking 
everyone to write to. their 
senators and congressmen and 
urge them to support Senator 
Fong’s bill, SB 1208. In_ the 
words of one Issei, Mrs. Taka 
Washizu, “It’s not right, when 
we (Isseis) couldn’t become 
citizens!”

WASHINGTON TUTORIAL CENTER 


A hittle girl, age five, makes 
sounds and reacts to people 
around her as if she were two 
years old. Another girl, 13, is 
laughed at by her 6th-grade 
classmates because she cannot 
speak English and is afraid to try 
because she wil] be embarrassed. 
She came to this country from 
Mexico four years ago. A boy, 
15 years old and on probation, is 
expelled from school because he 
cannot react to authority other 
than with violent words or 
actions. 

These are three of the thirty 
Chicano children being helped 
through the Project 30 program 
headquartered at the Washington 
Neighborhood Center at 16th 
and “D” streets in Sacramento. 
Project 30 is a Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW) pilot study created to 
deal with “the psychological 
handicaps caused by bilingual! 
and bi-cultural gaps between 
Chicano youth and the 
educational systems,” as stated 
in the information sheet 
prepared for the teachers, tutors 
and parents involved in the 
program. 

Emphasis is placed on close, 
personal contact with the 
children and _ requires’. the 
participation and acceptance of 
the parents. ““We had to find 30 
children whose mothers would 
say out loud to us, ‘All right, we 
accept you, we accept that 
Project 30 will be working with 
my son,’ said Ms. Petra 
Valadez, project coordinator. 
“This had to be _ the first 
condition that the mother met.” 
With the parents agreeing to 
help, the next step was to 
determine the individual 
problems of the children. In the 


EOP AID CO-ORDINATOR 


Sheila Boyd, the EOP financial 
aid co-ordinator, is an ex-EOP 
student who graduated with a 
double major in social work and 
corrections. She entered the 
program in Fall of 1970 and 
graduated in June of 1972. 


Whiie on the program, she, fora 
time served as an advisor and 
worked as a work-study student 
in the financial aids office. 


Shela remembers that at the 
time she was admitted, the 
program was very new and very 
small. It was easier to get in then 
because the program was 
relatively unknown, and, due to 
the size of the staff. it was 


difficult to recruit people. Also 
at that time, EOP was 
formulating mew ideas and 
experimenting with new 
concepts, which made it difficult 
to take advantage of the back-up 
programs available. 

Sheila feels that although the 
program has structure, it is the 
kind of structure which is 
comfortable and casual and 
which allows students to feel at 
ease. The program has grown 
quite a bit since she was here, 
and she expressed the fervent 
wish that the program stays 
around because of the fact that 
it is vital and necessary because 
it allows capable students who 
would not otherwise have the 
chance, to attend school 


case of the 13-year-old girl who 
would not speak English in 
school, a trip to a psychologist 
in Oakland was necessary. The 
girl feared the laughter of her 
peers 

“Within two hours, he (the 
psychologist) and his co-partner 
zapped into what the problem 
was and we got on top of it. The 
little girl just opened up and let 
it all hang out,” Ms. Valadez 
said. ‘“‘Nobody had been able to 
find out what the real problem 
was and he got right on it!” 

In some cases finding a way to 
contact the child was as great a 
task as discovering the problem. 
With a five-year-old girl, whose 
mother had never held or talked 
to her, Ms. Valadez had a special 
solution. 

“We got this little piece of 
material and we put her in it and 
we'd rock her and just hold her; 
so that she would feel someone 
really holding her. Wrapped up, 
she couldn’t see us but she could 
feel us, which was what was 
important.” 

“Another time,” Ms. Valadez 
continued, “‘we got her to start 

trusting us a little bit. Some of 
the benches here are kind of 
short. We'd get her up there and 
put the cloth on her so she 
couldn’t see and say, ‘Fall. Go 
ahead and fall. | promise PI 
catch you.’ At first you’re really 
close but later we got her to 
higher levels.” The little girl is 
now reacting well to people and 
is trying to talk 

The relationship of the tutors 
to the children and to their 
families is demonstrated by the 
title given to those working with 
the children. They are called 
‘‘hermanos’’--brothers in 
Spanish and the title indicates

the personal quality of the 
contact encouraged in the 
program. 

The hermanos” may be 
anyone. They may be students, 
parents, or even truck drivers. 
Some have spent time in jail. All 
were given training before they 
met the children, but more 
important, all want to help the 
children and can, since they have 
all experienced the problems of 
a bilingual, bi-cultural conflict. 

Antonia Cisneros, a quiet, 
young California State 
University students, said, “A lot 
more than tutoring was 
involved...you have one or two 
kids and you have to find their 
problem. It might be a family 
problem, school problem, or a 
psychological problem. It was 4 
lot more than must tutoring.” 

The 15-year-old boy, on 
probation, can talk to his 
“hermano” about the daily 
frustrations of school. He can 
voice to his ‘‘brother’’ the anger 
he cannot show to _ school 
authorities. ‘“‘He has matured,” 
said Ms. Valadez. “Would you 
believe, he got to feeling so good 
about the fact that his 
“hermano” was so outstanding 
to him and sO much a help to 
him, that he asked if he, in turn, 
could take on a younger boy?” 

Ms. Valadez continued, “We 
assigned this little guy, a 
nine-year-old, to him. This 
experience he has, of putting his 
arm around a little guy and 
going out the door with him, it 
means a lot. He wants to heip 
out.” 

This pilot study ends in June 
with the records and case 
documents going to HEW in 
Washington for evaluation. The 
future of Project 30 lies in that 
evaluation.

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A personal v view Es 


I spent the past weekend in Berkeley along with 
a few other Kapatid from Sacramento. We were 
there to take part in a cultural program put on by 
the PAA, The Pilipino-American Alliance of UCB. 
The ‘program was entitled Isuda ti Immuna (Those 
Who Were First); a Tribute to the Manongs. 

What really impressed me about the play that 
was presented was the amount of dedication that 
many of the people showed during both the 
rehearsals and especially during the actual 
showing. | think that may be because they saw an 
importance in what they were presenting, that not 
only was it a way of entertaining and honoring the 
Manongs (the Pilipino pioneers who came to 
America in the early 1900's), but aiso as a means 
of making people aware of and also showing 
people that there is a Pilipino-American history 
and that our Manongs played an important part in 
the history of the U.S. 

The weekend seemed to be a fitting climax to 
all of the Asian and Pilipino weeks that have gone 
on recently, like at Sacramento City, Sacramento, 
State, UC. Davis, American River, SF State, and 
probably many other campuses. The trend that I 
have seen in some of these programs is that of a 
moving away from the cultural aspect of the 
country and beginning to move more towards 
presenting the progressive side of the people. Such 
as Pilipino day at SCC. I had been questioned 
there that, since it was supposed to be a cultural 
show, then why were Pilipino folk dances not 
presented, and instead Guerilla Theatre in its 
place? | tried to explain, (and I’m not sure that | 
knew the real reason), that the people putting on 
the show wanted to show a different kind of 
awareness among the people, not only that they 
knew cf what was happening in the Philippines 
(Martial Law), but also that they cared enough to 
want to make people aware of it and show them 
how they felt. I think that this was done very well 
because the skits presented made me see some of 
the realities that are a result of Martial Law. 

But getting back to the play in Berkeley. The 
whole program presented traced the immigration 
of one Pilipino to the U.S. and the subsequent 
events he and other Pilipinos were involved in in 
the U.S. that are now just a part of a history that 
too few people know about 

I want to describe one scene in particular 
because of all the ones presented, this had the 
most effect on the people present, and especially 
on myself. The setting was Hawaii in the early 
1900's and there were a group of about 12 
Pilipinos, both men and women, just milling 
around and talking. The auditorium was black 
except for red and orange lights flashing on the 
Stage. The instrumental part of Inna-gadda-davita 
was playing and the whole scene was done in slow 
motion. From the side four men came with rifles 
and dressed as sheriffs. They came on stage behind 
the men and just started shooting at will giving the 
Pilipinos barely a chance to fire back. The scene 
lasted maybe two minutes with the result being 
one sheriff killed but a complete massacre of the 
Pilipinos. This scene was depicting history because 
in Hawaii around 1910, 16 Pilipinos were 
massacred when sheriffs officers fired into a 
bunkhouse of Pilipino workers. 

But the reason this scene touched me so was 
because I looked at the audience and especially at 
the Manongs who were in attendance. And their 
eyes, that had been happy moments before, 
suddenly turned to sadness. What I saw in their 
eyes was a somewhat recognition or remembering 
of this event or other events like it. It touched me

This could only mean that 
the driver went to the wrona 
Place--assuming he did go somewhere. 
Here again, Mrs. Yee and | took every 
Precaution to prevent any " siip-ups " 
and yer the man was not there. 

In case of the return trip as | 
understand it , on?y seven out tf the 
original 25 who went returned on the 
flignt that was specifically planned 
for the group. Again in arranging for 
the bus to pick up the players, | 
talked with Mr. Mactnroe. He toid 
me that the bus would be able to go 
to the airport only after it had made 
a reguiar run because of a shortage of 
drivers. This meant that it could not 
be there before 10 p.m., but since 
your Plane was due to arrive at 
approximately 9:30 p.m., it should 
mean that by the time people 
deplaned and claimed their baggage 
they would have only a few minutes 
to wait. On the night of the arrival of 
the group, | called the airport and 
learned that the plane on which you 
would arrive was several minutes jate 
and that in all likelinood you would 
not be ready to teave the airport 
before 10 p.m. This should have 
meant that you would be ready to go 
to almost exactiy the time the bus 
would arrive.

In the matter of Mr. Gates’ 
appointment, we have gone over this 
with him and others numerous times, 
but | will restate the case again here. 
Mr. Gates was employed fast year on 
a one-year basis because the members 
of the Department thought that since 
he had had no previous teaching 
experience and since he possessed 
only a Master's Degree, he must be 
considered minimatty quatified. in 
evaiuating his work this year the 
Committee feit that the Department 
should have the option of looking 
further for stilt! another year for 
someone who may be better 
Qualified, hence, it was agreed to 
offer Mr. Gates another one-year 
appointment. 

This procedure does not mean that 
the Department tas plans to iet Mr. 
Gates go at the end of the next year; 
it simply means that the members 
think if best to keep the option open 
for at least another year to employ a 
better qualifyed person. Mi. Gates 
has recieved a good report for his work 


Faculty evaluations -- one way 
or another -- figured greatly in 
the 1972-73 school year. 

The publication of “Added 
Dimensions” marks the end of a 
year of work and organization 
On the part of students on the 
Faculty Evatuations Staff. 
Despite Faculty Senator Harry 
Aron's charge that evaluations 
were a “‘shuck"’ and a challenge 
to academic freedom, the 
Faculty Senate and University 
President James Bond approved 
the proposal by coordinator 
David Shell. The 160-page 
bookicé is available for 50 cents 
in the Hornet Bookstore. 


Harsher evaluations -- in the 
form of denial of tenure and 
outright firing -- came down on 
several CSUS faculty members. 

As of this writing, Andre Tsai 
of the Theatre Arts Department 
is still waiting for a decision 
from University President James 
Bond regarding his denial of 
tenure by Theatre Arts. Bond's 
decision will be complicated by 
conflicting reports from the 
Theatre Arts Department, which 
claims in part that Tsai does not 
get along with fellow professors, 
and Dean of Arts and Sciences 
David Bailesteros, who argued 
that Tsai should be judged more 
on his good rapport with his 
students. A seven-member 
Faculty Evaluations Board, 
directed to find out whose 
evaluation process was faulty 
and inform Dr. Bond, refused to 
comment on their 
recommendation. 


Though Steve Jenkins of 
Communications Studies has 
been exonerated of all major 
charges which caused his 
temporary suspension from the 
Classroom, the charges are still a 
mystery. Until the case is 
processed through the 
Chancellor's office, the reasons 
for Jenkin's four-month limbo 
and written reprimand will 
remain secret

for this year and unquestionably has 
made an outstanding record with the 
Play he took to Washington. 

There is another factor that is 
involved in this decision. Briefiy 
stated, it is that there is an 
ever-increasing amount of hard 
evidence to show that once a faculty 
member here or elsewhere has been 
Put on what is sometimes referred to 
as the “tenure track," it is utterty 
impossible to terminate his contract 
regardiess of so-called ‘‘probationary 
Status” or for any cause whatsoever. 
'f you have hard evidence to refute 
this, we will be most gratefui for 
your producing it. In short, if for any 
reason, which reason we do not now 
anticipate, the Department should 
wish to replace Mr. Gates next year, 
the members would like to have that 
Privilege without having to take the 
matter to the courts. 

There is stil! another matter 
invoived in this casé. The action that 
we have taken concerning Mr. Gates’ 
appointment has a precedent in this 
Department. Mr. Dean Busick, now a 
very capable member of the 
Department, was given two one-year 
appo! ‘nents in succession a few 
years 99 and offered no objection 
whatever to the second one. Thus, we 
believe we are acting in a logical and 
reasonable manner in making this 
second one-year appointment of Mr. 
Gates. 

As for the appointment of Paul 
Harrison to a full-professorship a few 
years ago, this was done not by the 
Oeaprtment but by the 
Administration. At the time Harrison 
was appointed, there was an 
excelientiy qualified biack woman 
who was securing her doctorate at 
Berkeley, who had teaching and 
directing experience of college and 
older-age peopie in biack theatre, and 
who wanted the job. The members 
preferred her, but pressure was 
brought be the Administration and 
the majority of the Department 
faculyt finally acqueisced. That never 
happened hetore in thes Department; 
it has Not happened since. . doubt that 
it will happed auain

After directives came down 
from the Chancellor's office and 
the federal HEW people Pan 
African EOP was ordered 
dissolved.

It 
is in the Northern Miwok 
country and located on the 
Jackson Valley settlement near 
lone, California. The structure 
was re-built in the 1920's to 
replace the roof. In the 1940's it 
was destroyed by the son of the 
religious head when he died

When we finish the roundhouse 
we will use it for our 
ceremonies. There are many 
Miwok dances that are only 
Performed in the roundhouse. 
Inside the roundhouse are four 
center posts. The two center 
posts nearest to the backwall are 
sacred andno one but medicine 
men or the drummer can touch 
them. The drum against the 
backwall is a foot drum. It 
consists of a plank covering a 
deep hole that when stomped on 
Produces a drum sound. 

Maybe with the rebirth of our 
ceremonial house, there will be a 
rebirth of our traditional life and

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Ann Forfreedom Will Present 
| “Herstory” at Women’s Confab 


When she was 18, Ann 
Forfreedom iooked up the word 
“feminist” in the dictionary. She 
liked what it said, and decided 
that was what she was. 

Now, several years later, she is 
not only an active feminist, but 
is busy working on the Feminist 
History Research Project, which 
she helped organize. This 
weekend, at the Women’s 
Studies Conference, she will 
discuss the project, present a 
slide-tape show, and lead a 
curriculum development 
workshop. 


in 1968, while serving on the 
Board of Directors at the 
Crenshaw Wornen'’s Center in 
Los Angeles she planned and 
taught the first women’s studies 
calss at UCLA. The class, called 
‘‘Half the World's People: 
Women in Our Age,” lasted for a 
year. : 
Although she received her 
degree in political science from 
UCLA, Ann has centered her 
attention on women in history. 
She feels studying history is 
important because it helps us 
put things in perspective. She 
began her research by studying 
the history of women in the 
health profession. 


As her self-confidence 
increased, Ann began gathering 
material for an anthology of 
articles about women in history. 
In 1972 she published the book, 
“‘Women Out of History: A 
Herstory Anthology,” at her 
own expense. She is currently 
working On a second edition of 
the book which will include 
some new material and artwork. 

Ann is now teaching a 
herstory course at the Women’s 
Liberation School at the 
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Crenshaw Women's Center. She 
will teach this summer at the 
NOW center in Los Angeles and 
later at the Free Feminist 
University in San Diego. 
Meanwhile she in continuing 
her work On the Research 
Project with her associate Sherna 
Gluck. They are collecting much 
information, including personal 
interviews with women who 
were involved in the feminist 
movement between 1910-1930. 
Some of these women are as old 
as 104. The point of ai! this 
research is to re-write history, 
except accurately this time. 


‘“*There is a wealth of 
information to be collected for a 
women's historical archive; for 
articies and books; for use in 
films and lectures; as tools with 
which women can teach and 
learn about their past, their 
roots. Then’ and only then, will 
women enter the pages of 
history, not as mere appendages 
to men, but as independent 
human beings."’ 


As Ann Forfreedom said tne 
introduction to her book, “I am 
concentrating on the past and on 
herstory because we must learn 
what we have been and where 
and when. Rea! changes in 
women's status require profound 
changes in our world view. We 
need not manufacture our past, 
we need only rediscover it and 
translate its meanings. 
Otherwise, we will simply give 
up hope and agree with men that 
throughout our past we have 
always been slaves, and that 
what has been determines what 
can or will be. Eventually we 
may be able to combine herstory 
and hisstory to re-create what 
has always been ourstory.”’ 

Florence Howe, a pioneer in 
women’s studies, will be coming 
from New York to Participate in

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@ panel discussion at the 
conference. She is a professor of 
humanities at SUNT/College at 
Old Westbury in New York, 
director of the Goucher College 
Poetry Series, member of the 
Board of Teachers and Writers 
Collaborative, and founder and 
editor of the Feminist Press. 

Her work on the Feminist 
Press has done much to aid the 
perpetuation of feminist 
attitudes. Not oniy has she 
Published a biography series and 
a series of children’s books, but 
also published a newsletter, 
‘“*‘News/Notes,’’ and the 
“Women's Studies Newsletter.” 
The Feminist Press aiso 
Publishes a guide to femaie 
studies. This educational project, 
called The Clearinghouse on 
Women’s Studies, includes a list 
of college, high school, 
in-service, and community 
courses, 


“The Feminist Press exists 
because a growing feminist 
movement needs education 
materials. We began with the 
idea of producing Pamphiets 
about women .. feminists, 
artists, revolutionaries, fighters, 
workers -- individuals and 
groups, farnous or unknown. 
Fifty to 75 Pamophiets, 
attractively produced yet 
inexpensive, written in 
interesting readable prose - 
these ought to be widely useful, 
in the movement, in Classrooms, 
and for a generai reading 
Public.”
